Ile was a poor scholar, a poor 
man for athletic sjiorts and a poor 
man financially.

happens

friends are the antipodes o f each oth ­ 
er. 
There 
were different 
theories 
mentioned 
why 
these 
men 
were 
chums, 
but 
tho favorite was that 
Courtney found one to patronise, while 
Hutchinson found one to patronize 
him. But no one ever saw’ any patron 
lzing 
between 
the 
two. 
Courtney 
continued to shine like a star of the 
first 
magnitude, 
while 
Hutchinson, 
who was inordinately luzy, maintained 
his position at the foot of the class. 
There was one thing about the two 
men that was not apparent to their 
friends. 
Courtney learned easily, but 
his knowledge passed through him as 
through a sieve. 
Ills was mere study 
of books, not the practical lessons that 
would help him In the greater world 
Hutchinson had little Interest In books, 
but lf anything Iii them caught his a t­ 
tention he put It away in his cranium 
and would know exactly how to use it 
when the occasion should arise. 
And 
here Is tile secret of the friendship 
Courtney saw in Hutchinson his In 
tellectuul superior and Intellectually 
leaned on him. 
Hutchinson found in 
Courtney one whose dally life Inter 
ested and amused him. just as a man 
of parts may In* entertained by a so 
clety novel. 
Ten years passed. 
Courtney had 
somewhat disappointed his friends, and 
Hutchinson had made very little prog 
res* Courtney had married a girl with 
a plantation; Hutchinson was a conn 
try lawyer. 
But the planters of those 
days were not given to luw, aud he 
earned but an ordinary living. 
Due 
day lie stumbled—no one knew h o w - 
on an Important case and. by the mas­ 
terly and original way in which he 
handled It. suddenly Jumped to first 
rani; in the Virginia bar. 
Ile and Courtney were still intimate 
friends, and no one rejoiced so much 
as he over Hiitchinsou's sudden leap. 
They were l»oth still under middle 
age. 
Hutchinson was unmarried. The 
civil war came on. and l»oth men enter­ 
ed the Confederate army. 
When they 
came out Courtney was financially 
ruined 
He had not studied a protes 
aion, and in the south before the war 
business was not considered an occu 
Patton for a gentleman. 
Hutchinson 
was not ruinet!, for there was n**th 
tug blit himself to ruin, and he wa* 
stronger when he came out of the war 
than when tie went in. 
He had not 
had the advantage of a military <*du- 
cation. but he was very resourceful 
and knew how to turn things to ad 
vantage 
The consequence was that 
he did some very good work aud it 
was iipprcdnted. 
His war record, to­ 
gether with his prominence as a law 
yer. sent him to Washington as a con 
grcsMiinn 
Then something happened 
to spoil his career 
There was a duel. 
The trouble was 
said to Im* polities. 
Indeed, to the 
outside world it was politics. 
Hutch 
iusoii a rosed a prominent politician of 
dishonesty in office. The accused man. 
w Ii * w.i- Innocent of the charge aud 
whom every lindy < on nett rd with him 
thoroughly 
believed to lie llilioeeut. 
was furred, according to the custom 
of the country at that time, to chal 
lcuge Hutchinson 
They 
met. 
and 
Hutchinson killed ids antagonist. 
Hutchinson fell at once to the (sisi 
tioii he had occupied iii college, or 
rather, to a far worse one. for he wa* 
clit by most of his neighbors ami us 
XtH>n as his term in congress expired 
was not renominated. 
Due man sto o d by him. That was ML 
• Id friend Courtney 
But Courtuej 
ould never understand Ids friend s an 
tagoulsui to the man tie had killed or 
why lie should have ruined himself 
nu account of it. 
He often asked 
Hutchinson to explain why he* had 
committed political suicide, bul uevei 
obtained any satisfaction. 
Hutchinson joined that 
numerous 
colony of southerners In New York 
There the obloquy attached to him wa* 
lost In the rush of a great city, and 
he st*emed to ts* spurred to extm or 
(Unary action. 
He became h succeaa 
ful luw yer. and one of Ills favorite 
amusements was writing cheeks and 
sending them to his friend Courtney In 
the sliu[s> of so called loans 
Htitehin 
son mid two other* are the only lier- 
sons who ever knew the real cause of 
the duel 
One of these two Is dead 
sud the other ta Mr*. Courtney.
